The snow of Fr iday and Fr iday 
night, something like six inches on 
the level, put to a sever e test the 
or dinance passed by the city coun­ 
cil at its last meeting, effective at 
once, imposing a fine r anging fr om 
$1 to licx) upon owner s or agents 
of pr oper ty in both the business 
and r esidence distr icts who fail to 
keep the sidewalks ar ound their 
r espective pr emises fr ee fr om snow 
and ice. 
Ver y few pleaded ignor ance on 
the subject, notwithstanding it is 
an entir ely new deal in Sedalia, 
and many inter ested par ties had 
their walks cleaned 
off 
Fr iday 
night, but the major ity postponed 
it until yester day. 
Soon after the br eakfast hour 
scor es of men and boys, car r ying 
shovels and br ooms, tour ed the city 
seeking employment in r emoving 
the »'ibeautiful,” and 
all found 
mor e or less to do. 
Fr om obser vations made by 
D e m ­ 


o c r a t r epor ter s it is safe to say 
that never befor e in the city’s his­ 
tor y wer e as many walks cleaned 
off so soon after a heavy fall of 
snow as on yester day, but it was 
not a unanimous wor k by any 
means. 
In some of the most widely 
tr aveled r esidence distr icts half a 
dozen pr oper ty owner s would clean 
their walks, then would come two 
or thr ee who paid no mor e atten­ 
tion to the or dinance in question 
than if it had never been passed. 
Sanitar y Officer Cue was kept 
on the jump almost the entir e day 
notifying those who had failed to 
r espond, and the r eception that he 
met with in a number of instances 
was 
anything 
but 
cor dial. 
It 
would have r equir ed a scor e of 
special officer s, however , to cover 
the entir e city, but, as this was 
not possible, many walks wer e not 
touched by br oom or shovel, the 
owner s r emaining content to have 
paths made for them by pedestr ians 
who wer e for eed to pass along 
those par ticular thor oughfar es. 
The most glar ing cases of failur e 
to comply with the or dinance wer e 
found in fr ont of vacant lots and 
unoccupied pr oper ty, wher e it was 
not possible for Officer 
Cue to 
locate the owner , 
and until this 
defect is r emedied it will be im­ 
possible for the city father s to 
make of the under taking the mon­ 
umental success they had antici­ 
pated. 
One of the city’s most pr ominent 
business men, who owns a vacant 
lot in the down-town distr ict, was 
waited upon by Officer Cue and r e­ 
minded of the 
passage of the

snow or dinance.” 
He had not 
lost sight of it, he answer ed, but 
as he had tr udged along thr ough

handsome homes on his way to his 
stor e he thought it would be a good 
idea to look after that par ticular

delinquents” befor e hunt­ 
ing up the o«vner sof vacant lots.

Those inter ested should bear in 
mind that it is not necessar y to no­ 
tify pr oper ty owner s that the wor k 
must be done. 
Failur e to comply 
with the pr ovisions of the or di­ 
nance is all that is necessar y to 
war r ant any policeman in making 
an ar r est, after which it r emains 
with Police Judge Tr uxel as to 
whether the fine shall be 
or 
mor e, but not to exceed $icx). 
In 
case 
of conviction, ther e 
should not be any r emitting of 
fines, either . 
All should be placed 
on an equal footing, the r ich man 
being compelled to toe the mar k 
just the same as the occupant of a 
hut, and if this is done it will not 
be long until the desir ed end is 
r eached.

Waiter Mur r ay, an unmar r ied 
man of 23 or 24 year s, who lives 
with his par ents and has seldom 
been guilty of doing a day’t wor k, 
was the individual who r an amuck, 
and the special object of his wr ath 
was J. H. Thompson and wife, 
who live next door to Mur r ay’s 
par ents. 
Ther e has not beenthe best of feel­ 
ing between the families for some 
time, and yester day, after Mur r ay 
had filled his hide with whisky, he 
star ted in to demolish the Thomp­ 
son home. 
He was stopped in his mad 
car eer , however , by Mr s. Thomp­ 
son, which so enr aged him that he 
seized an ax and attempted to 
br ain her , but the weapon was 
taken fr om him befor e he had time 
to use it.

lation had been allowed to creep in. 
If it is wrong and against best 
business principles to prohibit in­ 
surance companies from combining 
and fixing rates it certainly is with 
any other line of trade, railroads 
included. 
If the insurance companies are to 
hav e a special law which will per­ 
mit them to amend their contracts 
when the time tomes to enforce 
them, why not giv e ev eryone a 
chance? 
W hy not let our jobbers 
here buy a train load of coffee for 
instance, at an agreed price, and 
then on its receipt here be permit­ 
ted to start the deal all ov er again 
and see if the importer can’t be in­ 
duced to take less rather than face 
a law suit. 
W hy can’t the insurance com­ 
panies decide better what a house 
is worth while it stands than after 
it burns? 
If its agents are dis­ 
honest as the companies claim,why 
not discharge them and get men to 
write risks who understand that 
they will be held responsible for 
their actions the same as other bus- 
inesj men are?

Plaintiff Took the Case to the Min- 
neso‘a Mopreme Court and 
Hot Juditment. 


The Minnesota supreme court 
says a man 
supposed to live up 
to his advertisemeot. 
In the cafe of M. C. Rettner 
against the Minnesota Cold Storage 
company a verdict of I380 against 
the defendant company, given in 
Judge Brill’s district court, was 
sustained by the state supreme 
court, Justice Collins writing the 
opinion. 
The plaintiff sued to recover on 
a lot of celery stored in defendant’s 
plant which was spoiled by too 
high temperature. 
The defendant claimed to be not 
liable, as there was no contract 
with plaintiff as to temperature. 
The court holds that plaintiff 
had a right to rely on an advettise- 
ment of the defendant guarantee­ 
ing “ uniform and even tempera­ 
ture. ” 
The court further holds that 
plaintiff in notifying 
defendant 
that the temperature was too high 
was not guilty of 
contributory 
negligence in leaving the g'^ods 
with the defendant after such 
i- 
fìcation.

Could one forgst where his beloved 
dead 
are sleeping? 
Whosoever 
could forget these things is fit only 
for “ treason, stratagem and spoils, ” 
and D O true Missourian ever lived 
who had not rather be a dog and 
bay the moon than such a man. 
I come, gentlemen, to speak to 
you of this old mother state of 
yours, and to talk of home in this 
high and universal meaning of the 
word. The home I speak of is that 
beautiful land lying over beyond 
the Alleghanies, on the heart of 
the republic we call Missouri. And 
what of Missouri? Geographically 
Missouri is grouped as a western 
state, and properly so. 
But be­ 
cause it was a slave state in old 
ante-bellum days, and contributed 
to the Confederate army in the 
Civil war, it is classed by many as 
a southern state.

distinction and most signal honor, 
makes Missouri “ the belle of the 
ball, ” and puts us to strutting a 
little on stilts; and we should be 
excused if, in spite of our native 
modesty, we indulge a little bit in 
goo-goo eyeing, nor should we be 
too harshly censured if, in spite of 
our native goodness, we 
enjoy 
somewhat the jealousy of our sister 
states because of this conspicuous 
partiality. 
Besides, in this com­ 
pany here it is safe to let it out, 
privately and 
confidentially 
of 
course, that we know enough to 
know that our triumph has been 
fairly won on merit. 
As to these 
rival suitors we have ourselves no 
preference. 
In fact we would be 
perfectly happy with either, 
if 
t’other 
dear 
charmer 
were 
only 
aw ay; 
and 
if 
the 
mat­ 
ter could be left to our choice 
we would be forever wavering, 
giving our hand first to one and 
then the other. 
Nevertheless the 
fact remains, 
despite all 
senti­ 
mental considerations, that geo­ 
graphically Missouri is one of the 
states of the central west. 
But whatever men may think, or 
however they may feel about this 
matter, there is one thing about 
which all Missourians, at home or 
abroad, will instantly and heartily 
agree— and that is, that Missouri, 
from every standpoint, is one of 


you have seen with your own eyes. 
And still more, I need not tell you 
of Missouri’s marvelous wealth, 
both natural and artificial, nor of 
her immeasurable possibilities. The 
story would not be new, for you 
have seen with your own eyes. She 
has single orchards almost as big as 
Rhode Island. 
Tbe fields of the 
north produce no richer harvests to 
feed the world, and the southland 
produces no better cotton to clothe 
mankind.

race, he is conscious of his power 
and proud of his sovereignty. 
In 
live stock DO state excels Missouri. 
And in mines and mineral wealth, 
Mf-souri ranks among the first. In 
zinc production she is without a 
rival; in lead and coal she takes 
place among the foremost, and has 
iron enough to supply the world. 
But all these, too, you have seen. 
You have seen the thousand cav­ 
erns all over the 
state 
which 
knotted hands have dug that Na­ 
ture’s 
vast, 
deep-hidden 
vaults 
might be robbed of their endless 
treasures. 
You have 
seen her 
granite and onyx, polished smooth 
as any marble, and seen her clays 
moulded into a thousand things of 
use, and wrought by deft fingers 
into many beautiful things of art. 
Do you know that Missouri has 
also become one of the very first 
manufacturing states of the union r 
Everywhere throughout the state 
the great red eyes of a thousand 
furnaces are glowing, and moving 
through the lurid light are the 
bronzed, begrimed forms of 50, 000 
workmen. 
The Atlantic states 
must look to their laurels if they 
would maintain supremacy in in­ 
dustrial art. 
Bu% why prolong this dull de­ 
scription? 
There is, indeed, no 
need to make for you an inventory 
of our family assets. 
You have 
seen with your own eyes, and of all 
these things you know as much, or 
about as much, 
as I. 
Besides, 
these things of which I speak, and 
others like them, are only what 
nature has done for the state, or 
what the hands of men have done 
with nature’s bounty in the physi­ 
cal development of the state. 
Of 
course, we are proud of our home, 
of its beauty and the vast extent 
and variety of its resources— proud 
as any lord could be of his castle 
and his manor; but the special 
point I seek to impress is this— 
that in climate, topography, soil, 
natural resources, industrial devel­ 
opment and capacity of production, 
Missouri combines the best of all 


the sections, north and south, east 
and 
we«T 
To every state old 
Mother N a t u r e has been generous; 
but something of the best she took 
from all and m-xed the product to 
compound Missouri. 
Apotheosiz­ 
ing his murdered sire, Hamlet said 
that his father was 
“ A combination and a form, in­ 
deed, 
Where every god did seem to set 
his seal 
To give the world assurance of a 
man. ” 
And so I say of Missouri, that 
here nature and art have worked 
together and so blended their hesi 
endeavors as to make of the com­ 
bination an ideal state. An empire 
it is— immense, opulent, beautiful, 
incomparable — widespread uoder 
arching skies as blue and soft as 
any poet’s heart could wish ; and 
yet a land where ail the wonders 
of the changing seasons are un­ 
folded, for here the northern blast 
scatters deep rhe winter snow, and 
here, too, the southern breeze trans­ 
ports the summer odors of magnolia 
and orange blossoms. 
In all these 
things which make up the physical 
constitution of an imposing com­ 
monwealth, Missouri is the repre­ 
sentative, typical American state— 
and with proud, exulriig, uplifted 
face she is marching confidently in 
the very forefront of our great na* 
tional dcveiopmenr.

The 
Missourian has always been, as he is 
today, high-spirifed, independent, 
self-assertive. 
He thinks for him­

Sectionalism, under present con­ 
ditions, is impossible in Missouri. 
Here the people from all the sec­ 
tions have come and learned to 
know each other better than they 
kuow each other anywhere else 
under the sun, for here all are im­ 
portant parts of the same great 
social and industrial unit. 
Our 
people are broadened by this con­ 
tact, and the sectional spirit in­ 
evitably dies. 
In its place comes 
another spirit— the broad, catholic 
spirit of charity and kindliness; 
but, above all, the spirit which 
begets intense love of country and 
a sturdy devotion to our institu­ 
tions. 
Of necessity such a people 
love the state and love the union, 
and stand ready to render to either 
any service or to make for either 
any sacrific. 
And naturally a peo- 
pie like this would strive for the 
best of everything, and naturally it 
would be difficult for any to excel 
them. 
And I know, as you know, 
that none do excel them in tfipir de­ 
sire for good government or in 
their efforts to promote whatever 
tends to an enlightened and ele­ 
vated citizenship. 
As a result the 
government of Missouri is a model 
government. 
Public order is uni­ 
versally maintained, and this, hap­ 
pily, more by the force of public 
sentiment than of public authority. 
The state is free from debt, and the 
burden of taxation is lighter than 
in any other state of the union. 
The cash school fund, held for 
public education, is the largest of 
any state, and public schoDls of the 
highest class are liberally supported 
in every neighborhood. 
Our col- 
*eges and universities are of the 


penal and eleemosynary institutions 
more adequate to the public need, 
better equipped or better admin­ 
istered. 
Places of public worship 
— churches and cathedrals innum­ 
erable— are scattered everywhere.

and many of them are costly edifices 
of striking and imposing beauty. 
In short, I may say in a single 
sentence, and in that sentence con­ 
dense the story, that in all the ap­ 
pointments that distinguish a high- 
spirited, progressive and cultured 
community, alive to all the respon­ 
sibilities and requirements of onr 
masterful 
civilization, Missouri, 
while not pretending to be better 
than others, is’equal to any. 
In all the fields where men strive 
for fame, the sons and daughters of 
Missouri have wrought and broilght 
forth their contributions to t h e ^ - 
tion’s glory. 
With statesmanship 
and jurisprudence; with oratory 
and martial achievement; with lit­ 
erature, music and art, are asso­ 
ciated Missouri names which rank 
among the most 
illustrious 
in 
American history. 
It is a noble state, my friends, 
you hail from. 
But I need not 
tell you this, for you have seen 
with your own eyes. 
You know 
the state; you know what nature 
has done for it, and what art has 
done for it; and you know the 
people. 
It is the same state— the 
same old home you have known 
since you were boyf. It has grewn 
wonderfully, it is larger, there is 
more of it ; but it is the same old 
state. 
Thousands have come and 
gone since you were boys, and life 
has become more strenuous" and i 
currents 
stronger, but theH. fiial 
spirit of our Missouri manhood and 
womanhood is unchanged. 
It is 
the same old home. 
And those of 
us who remain at home, still giv­ 
ing 
our bands and hearts and 
thought to the upbuilding of the 
state, are not forgetful of those 
who have wandered away and are 
striving in other fields. 
As you 
are proud of Missouri, so Missouri 
is proud of you, her absent soua, 
who 
even here in the world’s 
greatest metropolis 
are 
demon­ 
strating to the world of what ster­ 
ling stuff Missouri men are made.

TRAINS COLLIDED. 


Were Two Passoiigrer Wrecks In 
Kansas City. 


A FOG IS 
p a r t i a l CAUSE 


A Milwaukee Kelt Liue and Two Mis­ 
souri Pacific Eairines Were 
Badly Wrecked, 


A disregard for standing orders 
in one instance, and an error in 
giving telegraphic instructions in 
the other, caused two head-end col­ 
lisions in 
the east bottoms this 
morning, says 
the 
Kansas 
City 
Star of yesterday. 
In the first wrfeck an incoming 
Milwaukee passenger train and a 
Kansas City Belt L ite switch en­ 
gine collided near the crossing with 
the Missouri Pacific railway. 
In the second collision 
a Mis­ 
souri Pacific passenger train, also 
inbound, crashed inio an eastbouod 
switch engine belonging 
to 
the 
same company. 
The crews on all 
four engines jumped 
and 
saved 
themselves from injury. 
The passengers on both trains 
were badly shaken up and tumbled 
around 
somew’hat promiscuously, 
but received only minor bruises on 
faces and hands. 
T . H. Goodrich, porter on the 
Pullman car Yucatan, attached to 
the Missouri Pacific train, fell over 
a seat and broke one rib. 
He lives 
in St. Louis, 
The first wreck occurred at 7 145 
o’clock. 
The fog was dense in the 
valley around the Milwaukee bridge 
and the engineers say they could 
not see far ahead. 
A t Suburban Junction, which is 
about five miles east of Kansas 
City, 
in 
the 
East 
bottoms, the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
tracks cross those of the Missouri 
Pacific and the other tracks used 
by the Kansas City Belt Line rail­ 
way. 
A switch engine was preparing 
to transfer a string of loaded cars 
to the Milwaukee tracks and was 
on the main line when the incom­ 
ing passenger 
train 
crossed 
the 
bridge and the 
two crashed 
to­ 
gether, reversed. 
Both engines were much 
bat­ 
tered and broken, and one freight 
car on the rear end of the transfer 
derailed in such a position that it 
obstructed the inccming track of 
the Missouri Pacific. 
About thi‘ time Missouri Pacific 
passenger 
train 
No, 
9, 
from 
Wichita and the scuth, arrived at 
the junction and was given orders 
to come into Kansas City on the 
track used by the outgoing trains. 
On this order the train, in charge 
of Conductor Weekley and E n ­ 
gineer Slocum, continued until it 
crashed into the eastbound freight 
transfer, Conductor W . E. Hettle 
and Engine r Roy Morton, about 
half a mile eas. of Heim’s brewery. 
In this wr ck the engines were 
^ almost teles oped. 
The 
tenders 
were pushed 
head into the engine 
cabs, and tv\o or three freight cars 
were smashed into kindiing wood 
and several of the passenger cars 
were shoved well into each other. 
The comtination day coach, 
a 
smoker ana the chair car 
were 
jammed togeliter and the vestibules 
of the Pullmam sleepers, Castans 
and Yucatan, were broken off like 
paper. 
There were not many pas­ 
sengers on the train and all ot them 
walked to G iinotte avenue 
and 
there boarded the street cars. 
The track at both wrecks was 
not cleared before 1 0 :30 o’clock. 
This delayed t ie Santa Fe - Limit­ 
ed,” the only train from that road 
which uses 
the 
Missouri 
Pacific 
tracks.
